1. ZAMBIAN PRESIDENT KAUNDA AND LARGE DELEGATION, INCLUDING 

FONMIN MWAANGA, DEPARTED KHARTOUM MARCH 8 AFTER 24 HOUR 
STOP-OVER "OFFICIAL VISIT" COMING FROM CAIRO ENROUTE LUSAKA. 

VISIT GIVEN WIDE PUBLICITY LOCAL PRESS FEB 8-9, INCLUDING 
PUBLICATION TEXT BOTH PRESIDENTS TOASTS AT STATE DINNER, 

RELEASE RE SUBSTANTIVE BILATERAL MEETING FEB 9 AND CUSTOMARY 

JOINT COMMUNIQUE. 

2. REFERRING IN TOAST TO FORTHCOMING EXTRAORDINARY UNGA SESSION, 
NIMEIRI STATED IT HIGH TIME AFRICA, WHOSE RAW MATERIALS LONG 
PURCHASED CHEPLY BY MAJOR INDUSTRIAL STATES ONLY TO BE SENT BACK 
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PRESIDENT LIKEWISE HAILED KAUNDA'S "SIGNIFICANT EFFORT" IN 
MOVEMENT "RESTORE JERUSALEM TO ITS EARLIER STATUS AS PLACE 
OF PILGRIMAGE FOR ALL FAITHS AND LIBERATE IT FROM 
RACISM AND EXPANSIONISM". HE ALSO NOTED SUDAN LOOKS 
FORWARD TO CLOSE COOPERATION AMONG AFRICAN AND ARAB WORLDS 
WHICH REPRESENTS INFLUENTIAL FORCE IN NONALIGNED CIRCLES. 
PRESIDENT KAUNDA IN REPLY HAILED SUDAN'S AFRICAN POLICY. 

NOTABLY GOS EFFORTS IN SUPPORT AFRICAN LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. 

3. JOINT COMMUNIQUE SUBSEQUENTLY ISSUED LARGELY BOILERPLATE, 

BUT SPECIFICIALLY REFERS CONCERN TWO PRESIDENTS RE "PREVAILING 
INEQUALITIES IN INTERNATIONAL TRADE" AND CALLS FOR READJUSTMENT 
SITUATION IN ACCORDANCE RECOMMENDATIONS GEORGETOWN AND 
ALGIERS NONALIGNED MEETINGS. TWO SIDES AGREED COMBINE THEIR 
EFFORTS DURING FORTHCOMING UNGA WITH VIEW IMPROVING ABILITY 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES TO CONTROL THEIR OWN RESOURCES. 

4. ON OTHER ISSUES, COMMUNIQUE VIEWS WITH ANXIETY GREAT POWER 
"RIVALRY" IN INDIAN OCEAN AND ITS IMPLICATIONS FOR EAST AND 
SOUTHERN AFRICA. TWO LEADERS CALLED FOR SAFEGUARDING INDIAN 
OCEAN AND KEEPING IT AS NUCLEAR FREE ZONE. 

5. COMMUNIQUE ALSO REFERS NEED CONSOLIDATE OAU, CONDEMNS 
APARTHEID. SPEAKS OF MORE AID AFRICAN LIBERATION MOVEMENTS 
AND NEED TRY UNITE LATTER, EITHER THROUGH INDIVIDUAL AFRICAN 
INITIATIVES OR OAU. MIDDLE EAST DEALT WITH IN STANDARD LANGUAGE 
WITH EMPHASIS ON ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL ALL OCCUPIED ARAB TERRORIES 
(JERUSALEM NOT REPEAT NOT MENTIONED). 

6. TWO SIDES CALLED FOR STRENGTHENING BILATERAL RELATIONS. 

TO THIS END BILATERAL JOINT COMMISSION CREATED WHICH WILL 
MEET ANNUALLY IN RESPECTIVE CAPITALS. 

7. COMMENT. ON BASIS LIMITED INFO SO FAR AVAILABLE, GOS 
APPARENTLY VIEWED KAUNDA VISIT LARGELY AS CEREMONIAL AND PUBLIC 
RELATIONS EXERCISE. HOWEVER, COMING AT TIME NIMEIRI EXPERIENCING 
SOME CRITICISM FROM SOUTHERN SUDANESE FOR HIS RECENT PRE- 
OCCUPATION ARAB ISSUES, KAUNDA STOPOVER HAS AFFORDED HIM TIMELY 
OPPORTUNITY STRESS HIS CLOSE LINKS WITH RESPECTED BLACK 
AFRICAN LEADER. 
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
